Stone Persists in His 


Gov. Hadley Is Considering This Plan If Senator 


Refusal to Consent to 


Investigation of the Senatorial Primary. 





Gov. ‘Hadley told a: Post-Dispatch re- 
porter over the long-distance telephone 
Thursday that he is considering the ad- 
visability of calling a special session of 
the -State ‘Legislature to’ gét unques- 
tioned. authorization for a recount of 
the ballots in’ the United States sena- 
torial’ primary election. ~ 
This is the ultimatum Hadley is said 
to have ready for Senator Stone if he 
persists in his refusal of a recount on 
thé ground that there is no legal au- 
thority for such action. 
Stone’s friends admit that the Legis- 
lature has power to order a searching 
investigation. The Republicans controi 
the House of Representatives and the 
Democrats the Senate. If a concurrent 
resolution for an inquiry should be re- 
jected by the- Democratic Senate, the 
House, of its own motion, legislative 
leaders say, can initiate the inquiry. 
Will Find «a Legal Way... 
“T have thought of this matter,” said 
the Governor, “but have reached no 
conclusion. The main point to be de- 
termined now is whether Senator Stone 
will consént to a recount of the ballots. 
I have stated that a legal way would 
be found once the consent of all parties 
Was obtained. 
“In view of Senator Stone's refusal to 
agree with former Gov. Folk for a re- 
count, no way may now be found to 
count these ballots and demonstrate the 
truth of the statement of one of the 








voted for Folk and % had cast no vote 
at all for United States. Senator. 

“In the. Fifth Precinet of the Fourth 
Ward 279 votes were returned as cast 
for the Democratic-€andidates for Unit- 
ed States senator, although only 243 
persons ‘are registered, and only 169 
votes were actually cast.

“In the Eleventh Precinct of the 
Tenth Ward, 108 votes were counted for 
Cowherd and 148 for the Democratic 
candidates for United States Senator. 
In the Twelfth Precinct of the Twen- 
tieth Ward, 927 votes were counted for 
candidates for United States Senator, 
although only #1 votes were actually 
cast.

Tells Confidant in Jail Hus- 
band. Taught Her to 
Use Morphine. 


Mrs. Dora E. Doxey, jointly indicted 
with Dr. L. B. Doxey, her husband, for 
murdering William J. Erder .with ar- 
senic, will give such evidence ag wiil 
save herself, even at hix expense, it was 
said Thursday by a jail employe in 
whom she has confided. This confidant’s 
name cannot be made public at this 
time. 

Mrs. Doxey said, according to her 
confidant, that her husban@ taught her 
to use morphine. Shoe asked whether 
she ought to tell frankly all she knows 
when the trial came up. She was ad- 
vised to save herself. 

Mrs. Doxey cannot turn State’s evi- 
dence, it is said, because a wife cannot 
testify against her husband, but as they 
are jointly indicted, she may give such 
testimony as will win the clemency of 
the Court, and perhaps freedom for her. 

Dr. Doxey, it is said, is unacquainted 
with his wife’s decision. They’ corres. 
pond almost as frequently as ever and 
there is no apparent estrangement be- 
tween them. Dr. Doxey is not now per- 
mitted to see his wife oftener than once 
a week, when he stands beside her ce}! 
and talks to her in the hearing of a jaij 
attendant. . 

She is said to have been more re. 
served and uncommunicative itn recent 
conversations with him than formerly. 

When Mrs. woxey was taken to jat 
she was a physical wreck from the use 
uf morphine, but she has recovered. 

Lawyer Is Notified.

Pispatch reporter that he had not heara 
that Mrs. Doxey intended making any 
admission calculated-to injure her hus.

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ing the downtown streets between Third 
and BHighteenth streets and Washington 
avenue and Elm street. No attempt will 
be madé to remove the snow from the 
residence districts, as Travilla estimated 
the cost would be $600,000. He expected 
by afternoon to have 1200 men and 700 
wagons at work. 

Among the throngs who applied, shov- 
els in hand, at the Thirteenth street en- 
trance of the City Hall at daybreak 
were scores who wore the attire and 
had the manners of clerks and men not, 
used to hard work. They were evi- 
dently men ‘‘down on their luck,” 
thankful to the storm for affording 
them opportunity to make a few dol- 
lars. 

The pay for shovelers is $1.50 a day 
and for teams, $4 a day. Travilla says 
it will cost the department $12,000 to 
clear the downtown section, but that it 
has plenty of money saved for such 
contingencies. 

The snow, after it is shoveled from 
the streets, is dumped into the sewers 
through special “storm slots.” The 
largest of these is on Biddle street, be- 
tween Sixth street and Broadway. 
Thomas Flaherty, a City Hall em- 
ploye with a turn for statistics, esti- 
mated Thursday that all the snow lying 
upon the 62% square miles of the city’s 
area would form, if gathered into one 
spot, a cube as high as four city blocks 
set on end. 

Lieut. Hess announced at daybreak 
to 291 homeless men who had spent the 
night in the Four Courts basement that 
they could get jobs for the asking at 
the City Hall. Only one man out of 
three accepted. 
Householders all over the city were 
engaged in one vast snow-shoveling 
fest Thursday morning. Many of them 
had shoveled until 9 p. m. Wednesday 
to clear the drifts from their side- 
walks, and went to bed with aching 
backs but with contented consciences. 
But looking forth in the: morning they 
found their labors all but obliterated 
by fresh snows. There was nothing to 
do but to sally forth again and do the 
work over, with the prospect that by) 
nightfall it would have to be done all 
over for the third time. 
The Police Department gave shelter 
to 400 homeless men during the night, 
and the Provident Association gave 
refuge to 150 more. Most of the police 
charges slept in the basement of the 
Four Courts, and the others were scat- 
tered among the Carr Street, North 
Market Street and Manchester Avenue 
stations. 
Hundreds of persons awoke Thursday 
with the momentary start one feels at 
finding himself in a strange room, in the 
downtown hotels. The tediousness and 
the cold of the homeward trip in the 
storm Wednesday night had repelled 
them into seeking refuge at the hotels. 
Fall of Inch an Hour. 
The rate of the snowfall Wednesday 
was an inch an hour. Thursday morn- 
ing, according to the Weather Bureau, 
the downfall was half an inch an hour 
on the average, but the rate was not 
steady. At times it fell as thickly as 
on the day before, but at others it strag- 
gied down in thin columns.

transfer wagon balked. Passengers fin- 
ally left the street cars and pushed the 
milk wagon out of the snow drifts and 
the conductor of the street car, using 
a long beam, had the transfer wagon 
pushed ahead of his car to the top of 
the hill at Eighteenth: street. 


Other Lines Blocked. 

/ The Park, Compton and Bighteenth 
‘street lines were also blocked with 
wagons stalled on the tracks. The snow 
plows had swept great .quantities of 
snow to one side, leaving only the mid- 
die of the streets free for traffic. In 
many places the snow piles were so 
high that wagons could not be turned 
out of the tracks. 


The blockades at Union Station incon- 
venienced many persons, particularly 
the suburbanites who came in on the 
early trains. 


Freight and transfer wagons, heavily 
loaued, paralyzed street car traffic in 
the central business district. The wag- 
one were loaded as on ordinary days, 
and this carelessness caused many 4g- 
gravating blockades of the street car 
lines. In many instances the horses, 
after vainly trying to pull the heavy 
loads over the slippery streets, balked, 
and neither whipping nor persuasion 
could get them to budge. 


Passengers on the street car lines 
grew impatient. Sometimes they left the 
cars and pushed the wagons off the 
tracks, while at other times they frank- 
ly told drivers what they thought of 
them and their employers. On almost 
all the downtown lines, at various times 
during the morning, traffic was tied up 
by wagons. 

Three lines of cars—the Bellefontaine, 
Cherokee and Tower Grove—were 
blocked by @ coal wagon on the tracks 
at Ninth: And Pine streets. The coal 
wagon held the tracks until the line of 
cars extended almost to Eighteenth 
street on the west and Clark avenue 
on the south. 

A transfer wagon blocked the Page, 
Park and Compton lines between Elev- 
enth and Twelfth streets on Washing- 
ton avenue. Many of the passengers 
left the cars and tried to persuade the 
horses to pull the wagon out. 

A dozen or more passengers got be- 
hind the wagon and gave it a push. 
The wagon was hung up in the snow 
drifts, while the horses were turned 
across the slippery portion of the street 
between the tracks. Many passengers 
saved time by leaving the cars and 
walking. 

There were similar troubles through- 
out the business districts. With now 
and then an exception, the cars moved 
freely in the residence districts. 

All trains getting into the Union Sta- 
tion Thursday were from one and one- 
half to six hours late. The first sub- 
urban train did not arrive until 9:2 a. 
m., although it was due at 6:3 a. ™- 
Thousands of dwellers in the suburbs 
who work in St. Louis turned to the 
commuter trains when the Manchester 
and other street car lines failed them, 
only to find that the steam railroads 
were furnishing as poor service as the 
electric lines. 

Bearing on the roofs of its coaches 
and their sides the evidence of the 
snowstorm through which it had passed, 
the Big Four train from Cincinnati, 
due here at 7:17, presented a pic- 
turesque appearance when it pulled into 
oe Union Station at 8:42 a. m. It was 
the least delayed of any of the Big 
Four trains.

distance telephone with Morton Jour- 
dan of St. Louis, Senator Stone de- 
clines the Hadley proposition to have 
the ballots recounted. 

He offers the pretext that this can- 
not legally be done under the election 
laws of the State. 

Replying to Stone’s evasion of the 
issue, Gov. Hadley in a formal state- 
ment given out at Jefferson City Thurs- 
day asserts that the laws governing 
elections do not apply to the senatorial 
primary. 

“Senator Stone, by his pitiful back- 
down,’ adds the wovernor, “makes the 
discussion of the legal question neces- 
sary, 

“I feel that the people of Missouri 
will have no difficulty in placing the 
proper construction 
Stone's refusal to agree to a recount of 
the ballots in St, Louis after Gov. Folk 
propmtly assented to it. However, a 
brief statement of the facts leading up 
to this refusal may help them in under- 
standing the real significance of Stone's 
backdown. 

Stome’s Change of Front. 

“Last Monday he was criticizing me 
most severdly because I waited, as he 
said, until three days after the ballots 
in the St. Louis primary were destroyed 
before charging that the votes in that 
primary had not been honestly counted. 
The necessary inference to be drawn 
from this criticism was that’ he pro- 
foundly regretted that the ballots were 
not.in existence in order that by re- 
counting them he could demonstrate 
that they had been honestly counted. 

“On Tuesday I acvised him that the 
ballots were still in existence and asked 
that he and Gov. Folk consént that they 
should be recounted. / 

Gov. Folk promptly wired me, say- 
ing: ‘I consent to @ recount and hope 
it will be made as early as possible,’ 
and according to the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, Senator Stone also expresses 
his willingness to a recount. 

“On Wednesday morning, however, 
he was vigorously denying the inter- 
views published the day before, and 
was asking for time in which to con- 
sider the proposition, promising that ho 
would make a reply that ‘would be sat- 
isfactory.’ This morning he has. done 
what he.could have been expected to 
do, refused to agree to a recount, for 
the reason that it would be ‘unconstitu- 
tional.’ 

“Acording to the distinguished Sena- 
tor, it is unconstitutional upon Thurs- 
day to recount the ballots when they 
are in existence, although it would ap- 
parently have been perfectly proper to 
do so on Monday, when he thought 
they had been destroyed, When Sena- 
tor Stone thought the ballots had been. 
burned, he never questioned the legality 
of a recount, But when he finds the 
ballots are in existence, then he hastens 
to get legal opinions by telegraph to 
bolster up his lame excuse that it would 
be unconstitutional to proceed with the 
récount. 

“He seys that to have assented to a 
recount of the ballots would have “made 
a fake issue’ and that he ‘did not care 
to play the role of a blustering déma- 
gogue In that way.’ Gov. Folk, who is 
as familiar with the Constitution and 
the laws of Missouri relating to elec- 
tions,;as Senator Stone, or any of the 
Senator’s legal and political advisers, 
readily consented to recount the bal- 
lots, and yet I do not believe that the 
people of Missouri, notwithstanding Sen- 
ator Stone’s opinion the contrary, 
think that Gov. Folk thereby ‘made 4 
fake issue’ or ‘played the r of a blus- 
tering demagogue,’ 

Count Weuld Be Legal. 

“When Senator Stone on Monday said 
that the ballots were not in existence 
and apparently regretted that they 
could not be recounted, I obtained the 
opinion of lawyers well informed on the 
constitution and election laws of Mis- 
sourl, and the conclusion was reached 
that these ballots could be recounted, 
with the consent of the parties con- 
cerned therein, without violating any 
provision of the constitution or laws of 
Missouri. 

“The laws governing elections do not 
apply to the senatorial primary, though 
they do apply to the general primary. 
It is for this reason that the prosecu- 
tions for the counting of illegal votes in 
this primary in the city of 8t. Louis 
failed. But Senator Stone by his pitiful 
backdown has made the discussing of 
the legal question unnecessary. 

‘“‘Disregarding the advice of his parti- 
san organ, the St. Louis Republic, to 
consent to a recount, he has made the 
expected excuse of ‘unconstitutionality,’ 
the same claim that was made by those 
who sought to prevent a successful 
prosecution of the man who stole the 
nomination for Governor from David A. 
Ball, the same claim. that is advanced 
whenever an effort has been made in 
the State of Missouri to uncover fraud 
and punish crimes against the ballot.’’ 

In a long statement, telegraphed from 
Washington, Stone carefully avoids con- 
senting to Hadley’s proposal for a re- 
count of the ballots, and cites legai 
opinions, hastily collected by telegraph, 
to show that such a recount would be 
“an impossibility.” : 

All Hadley asked was that Stone and 
ex-Gov. Folk consent to the recount. 
He undertook to see to the legal side 
of it. Folk wired his assent. Stone 
uses a column of fine print In a discus- 
sion of the law, and concludes that it 
denies him the vindication he would so 
much like to have. 

Does Net Say I Will.

The dead body 
of his father was found at 6 a. m. that 
morning, Detective O’Brien in his tes- 
timony said that Owens told him after 
he was taken in custody that he had oc- 
pied his room that night after he. left 
his father at midnight.

Aimed at Packers 
Of Kansas City 


Continued From Pare One. 
Packing Co.’s $15,000,000 corporation was 
organized and is controlled by the Ar- 
mour, Swift and Morris. interests. He 
wants evidence along this line. He 
would like to know also just what func- 
tions the National Packing Co. per- 
forms. This company is said to be one 
that manipulates not only the live stock 
market, but fixes the price of meat and 
provisions generally to consumers, It is 
a New Jersey corporation and is not 
licensed in this State. 

He will want to know the amount of 
meat of the various kinds fer which 
different prices are charged by butch- 
ers that can be made from a _ steer 
weighing 1500 pounds. In this way he 
will be able to arrive approximately at 
the amount which retailers realize for 
such an animal. This will afford him 
a means of comparison with the price 
paid to the shipper for the steer. 

He asked the packers to be prepared 
to give him exact information with re- 
spect to the value of the by-products 
for a single head or a number of cat- 
tle. He contends that the packers could 
sell meat without a cent of profit and 
still reap a rich harvest on the manu- 
facture-and sale’ of the by-products, 
These include the fertilizing element 
and the manufactured products of the 
hoofs, horns, Jhead, bones, hide, etc. 
“This hearing,’’ the Attorney-Genera! 
said today, ‘“‘will not be of a sensational 
nature, but it will develop the founda- 
tien for an exhaustive investigation. I 
mean to spend as much time as needed 
in this matter, for the price which peo- 
ple are compelidd to pay fer meat war- 
rants me in se doing. 

“At this time I do not know just who 
the witnesses in the first hearing will 
be, but I have asked Mr. Hagerman to 
haye those men present who can givé 
me the infermation which I have asked 
for.’’

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University Professor De- 
clares Socialism Is Menace 
to Civilization. 








QUERIES ARE INVITED 





So Many Eager to Debate 
That New York Meeting . 
Is Hurredly Adjourned. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—‘‘Socialism fs a 
menace to our civilization. Philosophic- 
al evils arise from its propaganda. It 
crops up under various guises. It walks 
arm in arm down along one block with 
Atheism and bobs up with some new 
acquaintance around the corner. It must 
be suppressed.’’ 

With this attack on Socialism by the 
fRev. Dr. William J. Kerby, professor 
of sociology at the Catholic University 
of America in Washington, the Catholic 
church last night made plain its atti- 
tude toward socialistic doctrines and at 
the Cathedral College held the first of 
a series of 10 lectures under the aus- 
pices of the Institute of Scientific Study. 

Archibshop Farley presided and all 
the dignitaries of the Catholic Church 
in this city attended. All of them did not 
get into the big hall for, an-hour before 
the meeting was scheduled to begin, the 
place was packed to the doors with al- 
most as many Socialists as there were 
members of the church. The hall was 
built to hold 1390 persons. There were at 
feast 1500 inside, packed against the four 
walls and outside on Madison avenue as 
many more clamored for admission. 

Many Ready With Questions. 

As Dr. Kerby ended his speech he in- 
vited questions. <A’ hundred arose and 
started to push their way forward to 
the platform. Father Martin jumped to 
his» feet and called to the Cathedral 
band, which was at one side of the plat- 
form. It struck up-a din that was al- 
most deafening. Father Martin then 
waved the audience toward the doors. 
The men—only men were allowed in the 
hall—stood up and appeared bewildered 
as to what to do. Finally some started 
for the doors and others followed. 

By this time one long-haired youth 
with a flaming red necktie, had reached 
the platform and started to climb upon 
it. 

“I wish to say something,”’ he called 
out. 

Father Martin seized him by the arm. 

“Write any question you may have 
to ask,’’ he said to him and a dozen 
others, who also gathered around him. 
The. band kept. playing and the crow? 
finally departed. 

Ne Interruptions Permitted. 

There was evidence a-plenty that 
despite their plan for organized attack 
on Socialism the priests bore in mind 
the outrages against the Catholic clergy 
in Italy during the summer of 1907. 
Father William B. Martin, who arranged 
the meeting, first took ‘te platform, and 
declared @mphatically that it was to 
be a lecture and not a debate. 

‘Certain rules must be observed,” he 
said. .‘‘There must be no interruptions.’’ 

He then introduced Archbishop Far- 
ley, who said: : 

“I think I am responsible for any 
trouble that will arise during the lec- 
tures, 

“The church never has neglected uny 
moral, social, religious or economic 
condition. She is found in every con- 
test between tue workingmen and the 
wealthy men. She takes .er stand not 
on one hand or the other, but by the 
laws of equity. 

“Capital and labor have taken an un- 
sympathetic stand, like two armies in 
battle array, because the laws of God 
have been forgotten. Individualism has 
taken the place of what should have 
been a charitable socialism.”

THREATEN REBELLION 


Financial Men in Provinces 
Objected to Morgan as 
Leader of Plan. 


By Leascd Wire From the New York 
Burenu of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—The “Dollar 
Diplomacy” of Secretary Knox and his 
financial allies, the Morgan ‘Money 
Trust’ syndicate for dealing in Chinese 
loans, has received a severe setback in 
Pekin, according to dispatches received 
in this city. Instead of obtaining the 
much-advertised loan for the new Chi- 
nese Hankow- Szechuen Rallway, the 


[whole project was thrown back by the 


Chinese Foreign Board just at the mo- 
ment when tbe official seal was ex- 
pected on the concession. 

The Chinese Government, by imperial 
rescript, referred the loan project to 
the governors and officials of the prov- 
inces concerned for report. This is a 
polite why of postponing the matter in- 
definitely. 

Diplomatic representatives of Great 
Britain, France and Germany, who were 
to be equal partners with the United 
States in the loan, presented a joint note 
to the Foreign Board asking the mean- 
ing of this action and threateningly de- 
clared that China would be held to her 


obligations. 


Acting under instructions 


Washington, the Amefican charge 
d’affaires, Mr. Fletcher, declined to 
sign the protest or the joint note, but 
separately informed the Foreign Board 
that the United States would expect full 
participation In any loan for the railway 
when arranged. 
Revealed by The World. 

Since the New York World revealed 
the “Dollar Diplomacy’’ alliance  be- 
tween the State Department and the 
Morgan syndicate, there has been some 
very active work by other American 
capitalists having interests in China. 

The Mact-Hawley syndicate has made 
emphatic protest to Secretary Knox, de- 
claring that the promise for the Han- 
kow-Szechuen loan was originally given 
to it by Prince Ching in 1904, and 
pointed to the official records of the

Postal Savings Bank Bill to 
Be Passed Without the 
Root Amendment. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.~—Two more of 
President Taft’s policies have gone by 
the board, at least for this session of 
Congress, and the Senate must get busy 
and give Mr. Taft his “four platform 
pledges.”” This dawned upon Congress 

today. 

The Taft measures which have been 
thrown overboard to push the others are 
the Alaskan government bill and the 
Federal incorporation bill. 

Those measures which the President is 
demanding and which embody platform 
pledges are: 

Limitation of Federal injunctions. 

Separate statehood for Arizona and 
New Mexico. 

Amendments to the interstate com- 
merce act. 

Postal savings bank. 

Alaskan Bill Sidetracked. 

The President realized today that the 
savings bank increase was being chlo- 
roformed in the Senate. He sent for 
Senator Carter, author of the bill. Mr. 
Carter said he could do nothing because 
the Alaskan bill of Senator Beveridge 
was in the way. The President sent 
for Mr. Beveridge. Mr. Beveridge got 
his bill out of the way, and the track is 
clear for the postal. bank bill. 

Western senators are demanding that 
the bill contain a provision which will 
place the Government deposits in the 
banks in the communiites where they 
are made. Eastern senators object to 
this plan and Senator Root has intro- 
duced an amendment providing that 
the Government deposits may be invest- 
ed in Government 2-per-scent bonds. 

President Taft indorsed the Root 
amendment in his New York speech. 
He found Senator Carter obdurate, how- 
ever, in opposition to the Root amend- 
ment. Mr. Carter believes he can get » 
vote on his bill in a week and that it wil) 
pass. The bill will not please the Pres- 
ident if it provides for deposits in local 
banks, but there is no likelihood that 
he will veto it. 

Root Amendment Doomed, 

The big bosses of the Senate have 
conceded that the amendment is doomed. 
Aldrich, Crane and the others appealed 
to the President to kill the measure. 
They were told to permit its passage as 
at present framed and allow the Su- 
preme Court to pass upon whether it is 
constitutional. 

As for the rest of his legislative pro- 
gram, the President is satisfied with 
the progress being made. 

He is not disappointed at the death of 
the Federal incorporation bill and sim- 
ply reiterated today what he has said 
before,’ that he offered it as a sugges- 
tion and hoped for its adoption, but 
would not push it. He is elated at the 
progress of the conservation measures.

POLICE RELIEF 
UND OFFICERS 
10 BE GRILLED 


Attorney Maroney Summons 
All of Them to Appear Be- 
fore Him on Friday. 


All the executive officers of the Police 
Relief Association and some of its for- 
mer Officers have been summoned to 
appear Friday before Andrew C. Ma- 
roney at the Magnolia Avenue Police 
Station, to undergo an informal but 
much-heralded questioning at the hands 
of the ‘‘terror of police crooks.” 

This statement was made by Maro- 
ney Thursday, who also announced that 
he would reveal the exact amount of 
the shortage after a conference with. 
Circuit Attorney Jones. 

Maroney obtained Wednesday after- 
noon what is practically a complete re- 
port from the expert accountants who 
have been at work for weeks on the 
books of John M. Healy, deposed sec- 
retary of the association. 

“I have the facts about the deficit,” 
Maroney said, “and know ‘precisely 
what it totals, who proflied by ft and 
who are responsible for its existence. 
Sat it would not be courteous for me 


to make these facts public until I 
have confcrred with Mr. Jones.” 


The men to whom Maroney’s sum- 
monses were sent did not dissemble 
their disquietude. Considerable humor- 
ous comment was heard among- police- 
men concerning the reported plight of 
one man, who, hearing that he would be 
“raked over the coals” by the formid- 
able attorney, was so alarmed that, it 
was reported, his hair began to turn 
white. 

Maroney has not decided whether he 
will summon Healy, who has remained 
tn seclusion at his home since his arrest 
some weeks ago. In the first place, he 
has no power to compel the former 
secretary’s presence, and he would be 
likely to refuse, on the advice of coun- 
sel, to attend. In the second place, Ma- 
roney says he is well satisfied with the 
evidence he has collected in the case of 
Healy, and is inclined to leave him to 
the mercies of the grand jury. 

The attorney's purpose in calling the 
preliminary inquisition is to sift the 
significant testimony at his disposal 
from the unimportant, and rétrench, 
wherever possible,.the cost of witness 
fees to thé State. He also wishes to 
learn what tentper’ the men are in 
whom Col. John A. Laird accused, by 
name, of gross negligence in permitting | 
a shortage estimated at from $13,000 to 
$20,000 to accumulate under their very 
noses.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17. 

HERB was something of a stir 
T among the National League 

magnates fathered here when 
they learned that the American 
League had announced its schedule. 
‘President Lynch declared that the 
rival major League had prepared 
two schedules of 154 games each, 
one to be observed if the National 
League played 154 games, and the 
other if it played 168. 

The idea was that in case of a 
longer schedule on the .art of the 
opposition, the playing season in 
the American League mightge ex- 
tended some days, after the fashion 
advocated at the New York meeting 
by Messrs. Brush, Dreyfuss, Herr- 
mann and Dovey.

lovely Sixth Symphony that Beethoven 
has painted his great tone picture of a 
storm in the mountains, and in that 
same pastoral symphony there are oth- 
er scenes so beautiful that even last 
night's real. snow tempest could well 
have been forgotten by the hearers of 
its immortal .score, 

The exquisite opening movement of the 
Sixth Symphony, as -purely poetic as 
Gray’s “‘Elegy”’ and devoid of that great 
word-painting’s somber insistence upon 
the vanity of human life, describes in 
melodic utterancé the cheerful impres- 
sions excited in the composer’s mind on 
arriving in the country. Then follows 
one of the most perfect passages in all 
music, the andante phase of this mas- 
terly work, entitled “‘By the Brook,” all 
vital with joy in nature’s fairness, and 
this, in turn, gives place to ‘‘The Peas- 
ants’ Merrymaking,” glowing with vig- 
orous color and rich in the rude animal 
spirits of the simple countryside folk 
whose jubilation is voiced. And, next, 
the storm—then, after the storm, the 
splendidly devout cry of pious souls near 
to God’s:own heart in His natural world, 
the shepherds’ hymn of gratitude and 
thanksgiving that the storm has passed. 

This, then, was one of the opulent 
rewards of those who braved last 
night’s blizzard and gained the Odeon 
through a wintry hurricane. It was, 
indeed, the supreme reward, yet there 
were other payments as well, 

Of these was the singing of Mme. 
Kirkby-Lunn,’ the mellow-throated En- 
glish contralto, who was heard in the 
impressive ‘‘Fidelio” aria and in a lit- 
tle group of Scotch songs to which 
Beethoven has given the most ravishing 
harmonic expression. This singer’s task 
is performed with fine authority, the 
authority that comes from the posses- 
sion of an admirable voice and from 
that voice’s capable training to the 
point of assured competency. In her 
first number, the aria, Mme. Kirkby- 
Lunn’s vocal equipment was crucially 
tested as to volume, her tones dominat- 
ing the great orchestral accompaniment 
with an ease delightful in its signifi- 
cance of native power, and, in the bal- 
lad group, a surpassing dclicacy in the 
lyrical expression of sentiment was the 
notable characteristic. The accompani- 
mont of these songs by Mr. Zach at 
the piano, Mr. Olk, violinist, and Mr. 
du Moulin, cellist, was an additional de- 
light of the evening. The program 
closed. with the first and third “Leo- 
nore’’ overtures, most pleasingly pre- 
sented by the orchestra. 

The sixth pair of symphony concerts 
to be given gn .riday evening and Sat- 
urday afternoon, with Mme. Kirkby- 
Lunn as the soloist, wre of the most in- 
viting quality. ‘The program includes 
the great Bach “Suite No. 3 in D 
Major,’’,the aria from Gluck’s ‘“‘Orphe- 
us,”’ in ‘which is voiced the song that, 
according to the old legend, won the 
beloved Eurydice from Hades, restor- 
ing her to her lover whose singing thus 
so deeply moved the souls of the lis- 
tening gods; the Brahms “Symphony in 
C Minor, No. 1, Op. 68; Elgar’s ‘‘Sea 
Pictures,”” with orchestra accompani- 
ment, and Saint-Saens’ ‘Symphonic 
Poem No. 3,” the ‘“‘Danse Macabre,’’ in 
which is described with the boldest 
musical realism the ghostly dancing of 
skeletons risen from their graves.
